Bloemfontein says that the Boers are 
active north of Glen, about 15 miles from 
Bloemfontein.

With inttiesi .it t> percent since 1S'J9, the 
total will be about $4,650,000, m addition 
to {HO 000 paid on account in 1890.

000. 


The following is the text of the de- 


cision: 
"The Portuguese government, 


as the d*£ending party, is condemned to 
pay to the government of the United 
States and to Great Britain, tha claim- 
ants, altogether, in addition to the J140,- 
COO paid on account in 1890, the sum of 
15,314.060 francs In legal Swiss money, 
with simple interest on this sum at the 
rate of 5 percent per annum from June 
25, 1S89, up to the date of payment of 
said sum. 


"This sum, after deducting of what is 


' necessary to defray the cost of arbi- 
tration falling on the claimants, and in 
addition to the balafice of $140,000 paid 
on account in 1S90, shall be employed in 
the payment of bondholders and other 
creditors, if there is need, of the Delagoa 
Bay Railroad conlpany, according to 
their standing. 


"The claimants will draw up a. scale 


of distribution for this purpose. 
The 


Portuguese government will have to pay 
Into the hands of the government of the 
United States the sum which, according 
to said scale, shall accrue to McMurdo, 
represented by said government in its 
quality of bond-holding creditor of the 
first and second degrees. 
It will pay the 


surplus to the government of Great 
Britain for the benefit of all others hav- 
ing rights. 


"The cost of arbitration, according to 


a scale to be drawn up in accordance 
-,vith clause 5, of the arbitration com- 
promise, will be borne in equal parts by 
the three parties to the suit, that is to 
say, a third part to each of them. 


"An authentic copy of the present 


award will be delivered through the in- 
termediary of the Swiss federal council 
to each of the throe parties to the case. 


The award is unanimous.

Beveridge of Indiana, in the senate yea- 
terddy, delivered a<n exhaustive speech 
Jn support of his position that the con- 
stitution specifically gives congress a 
free hanfl in our island possessions, while 
not extending to them of its own force, 
and that In pursuance of this power con- 
gress should eatablls/h free trade with 
Puerto Rico as beneficial to all parties, 
leaving other questions in that and other 
islands to be settled as they arise. 


The speech will very likely attract as 


much attention as and at least take rank 
with his maiden utterance on the re- 
tention of the Philippines, being more 
thoughtful and scholarly if less fervid 
and oratorical. First and always, Sena- 
tor Beveridge argues for a colonial sys- 
tem, administered by congress with a 
free hand under that section of the con- 
stitution which says: "The 
congress 


shall have power to dispose of and make 
all needfwl rules and regulations respect- 
ing- the territory or other property be- 
longing- to the United-States" 


The alternatives" are three—the colonial 


system; the admission that the islands 
are integral parts of the United States, 
which he holds impossible: or the aban- 
donment of the islands. The extension 
of the constitution to .the Islands and 
their recognition as parts of the United 
States, he said, is unthinkable till years, 
perhaps centuries, of education 
and 


guidance shall fit them for participation 
in our national life or for self-govern- 
ment. 


He turned a neat feoint on the Demo- 


crats here by pointing out that such ex- 
tension of the constitution would forever 
prevent any alienation of those islands 
or th«ir independence. The spirit of our 
free institutions He held more funda- 
mental than written constitutions and 
the best guarantee of good government 
for our possessions. The attitude of the 
opposition he denounced as hypocritical 
and insincere, since its argument for ex- 
tension of the constitution he held to be 
only an alarmist argument for the aban- 
donment of our new possessions. 


Free trade with Puerto Rico, he held, 


should be established as best for all 
parties; but it must in ao way be con- 
sidered a precedent in the disposition of 
questions relating to the other islands. 
If, however, he could not secure a free 
trade amendment to the Foraker bill he 
would tb/en support the bill-as securing 
ultimate free trade. 


Mr. Beveridge closed his speech say- 


ing: "Mr. President, the great move- 
ment on which the American people have 
embarked is a movement of conscience 
as well as of power; o'f civilization as 
well as of commerce. It touches the 
shores of every sea. Directly or in- 
directly it affects all humanity. We go 
forth on a world career; we must con- 
duct it with a world statesmanship—a 
statesmanship that considers the effect 
of every law we pass upon the peoples 
over whom our influence is extending, 
and upon the world at large, as well as 
upon ourselves. 


"Administration of government means 


more than balance sheets; more than 
weights'o? measures. It means this, but 
it also means the weighing of the hearts 
of men and the balance sheets of the af r 
fectioiis of the governed people. The 
American masses, in whose breasts dwell 
the purity, power and hope of the re- 
public and of the world understand this 
well. They feel and deeply know that 
we are henceforth the master people of 
the world. They doubt not that human 
progress is one vast and swelling har- 
mony which not even all the discord* of 
history can destroy, and they mean that 
in all that divine and splendid composi- 
tion the noblest, highest, purest, tender- 
est note shall be that struck by the 
American people as the sovereign power 
of earth." 


A direct vote was taken by the senate 


on the proposition to strike from the 
Puerto Rico measure the provision levy- 
ing 15 percent of the Ding-ley law duties 
on Puerto Rioo products.

naldo, who was then, being driven hard 
by Lawton's column. A bullet struck 
the captain on the outside of the left 
foot, passed through the ball of the 
foot and pierced his horse. The bullet 
was fired at close range and had an 
explosive effect, crushing the 
small 


bones of the foot. He was taken to 
the coast and put on the gunboat Sa- 
ruar, which carried 
him to %7igan. 


While the gunboat lay off Vigan the 
place was captured by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel James Parker,, with a part of the 
Forty-fifth infantry. The colonel saw 
to it that the captain was well taken 
care of, and when the battleship Ore- 
gon arrived on the scene the wounded 
man was put aboard of her and short- 
ly afterward taken to Manila. There 
he received the best of surgical treat- 
ment For a time it was thought he 
would lose his foot but he fought hard 
to have it saved, and at last it was de- 
termined to take the risk. After a long 
period of most excruciating suffering 
Captain Batson began to improve and 
about six weeks ago was invalided 
home in a fair way to recover and to 
have the use of his foot in the future. 
He will no doubt always walk with a 
limp, but it is thought that it will not 
incapacitate him for active service. 
He is to have two months at home, 
and the other day he left Newark to go 
to Washington to submit various re- 
ports and documents intrusted to hia 
care. 


But the most important phase of his 


visit, to Washington, from his own 
standpoint, is a proposition which he 
will submit to the secretary of war, to 
the effect that a regiment of Macabebe 
cavalry be formed to flght the insur- 
gent's and ladrones on their own 
ground and after their own fashion. 
Captain Batson is most enthusiastic 
in his commendation of the Macabebes 
as soldiers, and he will urge the forma- 
tion of a cavalry regiment as a result 
of his six months' experience at 'the 
head of the first command of Filipino 
soldiers ever enrolled under the stars 
and stripes. 


"The Macabebes are born swim- 


mers," he says. "Whenever we came 
to a river there was never any hesita- 
^ion about crossing it The command 
would march up and into it with 
scarcely so much as a preliminary halt, 
and I found, to my astonishment, that 
every man could swim and swim well. 
I rode a Filipino pony during the 
greater part of my service in the field 
with my Macabebes, and I soon learn- 
ed that the ponies swam as well as 
the men or very nearly so. The idea 
soon occurred to me that a picked or- 
ganization of Macabebes on Filipino 
ponies would be a most powerful force 
in ending the lawlessness in the Island 
of Luzon. I know no more about the 
other Philippine Islands than you do 
and not so much, I'm sure; but Luzon 
1 do Know pretty wen, ana a regiment, 
such as I will urge, could follow the 
insurrectoa and ladrones wherever they 
might go and so rapidly as to effect 
their complete disorganization. You 
eee, the Macabebes live off the country. 
They therefore require no wagon train, 
and all they need is ammunition. They 
can live on very little, and, as for wa- 
ter, there Is rca/ly no need to carry a 
epecial supply beyond that which each 
man carries In his canteen. Once in 
awhile the men suffer a little for wa- 
ter, but these periods are never of long

bays, and into arid through these he 
must be pursued. There are no troops 
that we can muster in the United 
States so well adapted to this peculiar 
warfare as the Macabebes. 
They 


know the country, and they hate the 
Tagalogs, and they are splendid fight- 
ers. 
The ponies, besides being good 


swimmers, are strong little brutes, and 
every Macabebe can ride." 


It was early last July that Captain 


Batson recommended to the war de- 
partment that a force of Macabebes be 
enrolled, but the department did not 
give its consent until September. At 
first Captain Batson was somewhat un- 
certain as to the fighting qualities of 
the Macabeb«s. He proposed original- 
ly to use them only for a sort of patrol. 
He had noticed that they were very 
skillful with the banco, or native boat 
The bauca is a sort of dugout, about 
30 feet long and less than Jhree feet 
beam. The Macabebes can send the 
banca over the water at the rate of 
ten miles an hour. About that time 
Uncle Sam's soldiers were having no 
end of trouble because they could not 
pursue the insurgents when they dis- 
appeared into the swamps and bays. 
The captain 
proposed to rid the 


swamps of the enemy by means of the 
Macabebes, and for a time he had as 
many as 60 bancas scouring the wa- 
terways around Manila and hunting 
out the Filipinos. 


But after a time it was necessary to 


go into the interior, and then the cap- 
tain waited with some anxiety to see 
how his little band of 300 or 400 na- 
tives would stand under the music of 
the Mauser. Their conduct from the 
first was admirable" The command 
proceeded ia the usual manner for a 
military body going into the enemy's 
country and it had its "point" of 
skirmishers out ahead. At the first 
sound of firing the men in the "point" 
would close up, drop on their knees 
and go to work. Captain Batson saw 
that they did not hold their rifles so 
that the barrels pointed up to the sky 
or down to the ground, but at the hori- 
zontal, and he also noticed that those 
rifle barrels never wavered. Soon, too, 
he found that the percentage of hits 
was remarkable. The Macabebes nev- 
er stop to take cover when the hostile 
bullets begin to drop about them. They 
fall on their knees and to work at 
once, in the road or open, wherever 
they may be. 


"I became so impressed with their 


accuracy and steadiness of fire," said 
Captain Batson, "that'I determined to 
make a test during the next engage- 
ment. I found that in this fight my 
men fired 900 shots. 
They killed 15 


and wounded 17, a total of 32 hits, 
which is an average of one hit to ev- 
ery 30 shots. This, of course, is away 
above the average and ought to satisfy 
any one that the Macabebes are first 
class fighting men. To be suref most 
of our encounters were of the hand to 
hand order, which had something to 
do with the percentage of hits; but, 
on the other hand, the nearness of the 
foe would have a tendency to make 
the aim of many soldiers unsteady. I 
don't believe we had more than two or 
three brushes in which some of our 
men did not knock some of the insur- 
rectos over with their guns." 


The Macabebes were in ten engage- 


ments up to and including the fight at 
Aringay, where Captain Batson got 
his wound, and in fully as many more 
small affairs. After he was hit he fin- 
ished stationing his men for the final 
attack of the day and then had his 
wound dressed by the surgeon of his 
command. While he lay in hospital in 
Manila Captain Batson was visited by 
General Lawton, with whose column 
he had served, traveling In the ad- 
vance. The general sat and chatted by 
his bed for some time. The next day 
he was killed in the affair at San 
Mateo. The captain speaks of General 
Lawton with deep feeling. 


The Macabebes, the captain says, 


are the personification of loyalty to 
their officers, and never during the en- 
tire campaign was there so much as a 
suspicion of anything akin to disloyal- 
ty. In entering towns he was always 
careful to give them specific, orders 
not to loot, and he never heard of a 
case of disobedience of this order. 


SOUTH AFRICAN NATIVES. 


ail»ic!onary Say* They Would Aid 


Kiisiund AifiUiist the BOCFB. 


"England has never attempted to 


disai-ui the Zulus, liasutps or the Ma- 
shcnus. She realizes their power." 


This remark was made in the course 


of an interview with tho Kt«v. Gharlea 
S. Morris, colored, who is at his home 
in West Newton, near Boston, having 
Just returned from 
South 
Africa, 


where he wont a year ago as a Baptist 
missionary. 
Mr. Moms was pastor 


of the Myrtle Street Baptist church, 
West Newton, live years, resigning 
last spring so that he might devote his 
time to missionary work. In a recent 
interview with a representative of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat Mr. Morris 
gave some interesting facts concerning 
the different tribes in South Africa 
among whom lie labored. 


"I left this country on June 28 of 


last year," said Mr. Morris, "and went 
to England. From there I sailed for 
Cape Town. Two months of my time 
was spent in Cape Colony. In Queens- 
town I baptized the leaders of a 
church with 1,240 in its congregation. 
After that I went about instructing 
them in Baptist doctrines and visiting 
their homos. 


"From Cape Colony I went to Natal 


and was there at the outbreak of the 
war. In this connection I might say 
that, while I do not care to express any 
feeling of sympathy for either the 
Boers or the English, I do believe the 
natives are of a loyal Spirit toward 
the British. In Basutolaifd the tribes 
there were anxious to descend into the 
Orange Free State and attack the 
Boers. They appealed time and time 
again to the paramount magistrate 
that they might be permitted to do 
this. 


"For this very reason the Boers have 


always left the base of the Basuto- 
land mountains well guarded, fearing 
the Zulus, Basutos and Mashonas 
would descend upon them and attack 
the Orange Free State inhabitants. 
This was England's trump card, you 
know, and, if played,-would have been 
effectual in her interests. 
England 


has never attempted to disarm these 
three tribes 1 have referred to. It 
realizes their power. I believe these 
natives, almost to a man, would fight 
for the English. The attitude of these 
tribes is explained easily. England is 
by no means perfect, yet it has treated 
the natives with much more Justice 
than have the Boers. 
The latter's 


treatment of the natives has been 
harsh and even savage. I think it lit- 
tle wonder that the natives feel kind- 
lier toward the English." 


Continuing, Rev. Mr. Morris criticis- 


ed the Boers in their treatment of the 
natives in their employ. The relation 
of master and laborer was not, in his 
mind, unlike slavery. 
The German 


missionaries, he said, had often implor- 
ed the Boers to cease their harsh treat- 
ment of the natives, that there might 
be better opportunities for mission 
work.

NEW CHRISTIAN NEWSPAPER 


Rev. J. M. Holmes' Scheme to Pub- 
lish One Permanently In Baltimore. 


The Rev. J. M. Holmes, pastor of the 


Allnutt Memorial Methodist Protestant 
church in Baltimore, who purposes to 
interest the Christians of Maryland in 
the publication of a daily newspaper, 
has issued circulars, one of which will 
be sent to every minister and to every 
head of a religious society in the state, 
says the New York Sun. The circular 
is in the nature of a pledge and reads: 


"We, the undersigned, feel the need 


of a pure Christian daily newspaper 
published in the city of Baltimore. We 
promise that if The Christian Citizen 
is ever published we will subscribe for 
it ou the following express conditions: 
It is-to cost 2 cents a copy. It is to 
exclude from its columns all adver- 
tisements of the liquor business, prize- 
fights, Sabbath desecration, court in- 
vestigation of the unclean, theaters 
and everything which is corrupting to 
public morals. It will advocate only 
that which is consistent with pure 
Christian citizenship. It will have no 
political leaning, but briefly state the 
actions of all political parties. It will 
be entirely undenominational." 


When a sufficient number of sub- 


scribers is obtained to make it an as- 
sured financial success, the subscrip- 
tion list is to be turned over to seven 
well known "Christian business men" 
to have entire charge and control of 
the enterprise and after paying the 
actual expenses of the publication all 
the clear profits are to be given to pub- 
lic charity, such as the Friendly inn, 
the Boys' home, the Prisoners' Aid as- 
sociation or to any other good cause 
which said board shall select. Those 
contemplating subscribing to the paper 
are requested to sign the pledge and 
return it to Mr. Holmes. 


May Be the Richest Gold Mine. 


Norman MacAuley returned to Vic- 


toria, B. C., from the Klondike the oth- 
er day and was exhibiting to his 
friends a larg? golden nugget valued at 
¥04.45, which was taken from the rich 
property he owns on Gay gulch. Mr. 
MacAuley tells of the riches of Claim 
46, on the Sulphur, which Is known to 
be the richest mining claim in the 
world. The owner, whose name Mr. 
MacAuley could not recall, is a Ger- 
man, and be will before long be the 
richest of all the rich Klondike mining 
kings. The claim is now producing at 
the rate of $30,000 each day, or, if the 
mine was worked 300 days a year, 
$10,800,000 in gold every year, says the 
Chicago Record. The claim has a pay 
streak 15 feet thick, which extends the 
full width of the creek, or over 100 
feet. The average per bucket runs as 
high as $G a day, and the average out- 
put of the mine is 6,000 buckets every 
day. The Klondike output for tbis year 
is figured by many, says Mr. MacAu- 
ley, at $30,000,000.

TUB OWNERSHIP ISSDB IN FACT. 


After many tedious weeks on our part in attempting to get it, William R. 


Sanford submitted In yesterday's Evening Herald the matter which he con- 
siders is proof of his hurtful allegation that the Transcript is secretly owned 
secretly controlled and secretly dictated to. The following IS what the Her- 
ald published yesterday evening: 


The following bill of sale, taken from the records at city hall, reoresents the 


"absolute ownership" that the Transcript takes so much pride in, but 
which it has refused to make public for reasons that are plain enough, when 
it* contents are considered: 


"Know all men by these presents that the Transcript Publishing Co., a cor- 


poration duly established by. law, in consideration of $100, paid by A. W. 
Hardman of the city, county and state of New York, the receipt whereof is 
hereby acknowledged, do hereby grant, sell, transfer and deliver unto the said 
A. W. Hardman, the following goods and chattels, namely, all personal prop- 
erty of every name and nature lying in or about the premises of the vender on 
Bank street In North Adams, and two rolls of paper now on the wav in tran- 
sit from Frank Gilbert of Waterford, N. Y, subject, however, to the mort- 
gage of the North Adams Savings Ban k for $17,000 on to the interests of the 
Mergenthaler Linotype Co. of New York.

So it Is seen that the present ownership represents an actual investment of 


$100, and the only property thia $100 buys le two rolls of paper in transit 
and a job lot of debris "lying in or about the premises" that is rightly owned 
and controled by a $17,OUO mortgage held by the North Adams Savings bank 
and another mortgage, the property of the Merg«nthaler Linotype company. 
The- Herald regrets that it is compelled to thus disclose the actual ownershio 
of the "organ." But in view of what has transpired it sieema inevitable It 
is a privilege that is not of our choosing but nevertheless it is proper in view 
of the fact that the Herald has been called a liar continuously for three 
months for simply intimating that the Transcript 
enjoyed 
a 
questionable 


ownersKip. Has the Herald lied? The proof that we have not is found in this 
bill of sale. This bill of sale not only proVeg who has lied, slandered and 
crawled in the mud and mire, but it also shows to what extent the present 
management of the "organ" is the owner. The present management hasi in- 
vested $100, according to this bill of sale The balance of the property is 
owned by the North Adams Savings bank and the Mergenthaler Linotype 
company. But another question is who owns the editorial columns and the 
brains(?) behind them? No ordinary hair cut can disguise that monstrosity. 
It is not mentioned in this bill of sale unless it belanes to the debris that is 
characterized as "lying" in, or about the premisev. This feature is almost 
unaccountable, but perhaps it is the bouquet that flavors that $17.000 bank 
mortgage and crept in through the key hole in the darkness and desoair that 
came between dusk and. dawn of the two days when the Transcrint Publish- 
ing companywent out and something else quite similar came in. Accounting 
for this editorship is a matter of guess work, and the Herald never has and 
never will undertake to solve the problem. The Herald feels like offerine an 
apology for having appropriated so much valuable space to disclosing the 
actual otv/nershin of the "organ." It is the first time in three months that we 
have trespassed upon the patience and indulgence of our readers in like man- 
ner, while the Transcript has daily devoted columns and exhausted its choice 
stock of editorial resources in trying to make out everything under the sun, 
relevant and irrelevant, concerning the actual ownership of the "or^an" and 
its outfit. The bill of sale is the proof of the ownership. Is it not sufficient? 
The incident is now closed. 


The incident is not yet closed. But it will close presently. Up until last 


Friday the editor of the Herald was denying- the existence of a bill of sale; 
now he prints one. The above very unimportant bill of sale has no more to 
do with, the ownership of the Transcript than it has to do with the sovereign- 
ty in the Philippine Islands. Had the editor of the Herald not suppressed 
the date of the above bill of sale, the date, taken in connection with the 
signature attached to the document, would have shown without any explan- 
ation from. Us that the document is not at present worth the paper it is writ- 
ten, on. 


The bill of sale the editor of the Herald prints never did more, and never 


was intended to do more, than to certify to the new ownership of a small 
amount of stock—paper, ink and 'such materials, owned by the 
Transcript 


Publishing company before it assigned for the benefit of its creditors. The 
suppressed date of this bill of sale is November 28, 1898A which, is also the 
date of a lease under which. A. W. Hard man at that time came into possession 
of the Transcript. The real bill of sale, the- bill of sale that places the own- 
ership of the Transcript incontestablv in A. W. Hardman, bears the date of 
February 13, 1899. 


It was not within the power of Charles T. Fairfield. treasurer of the- de- 


funct Transcript Publishing company, to give to us or anyone else" a bill of 
sale conveying a clear title 'o£ theTranscri.pt property, November 28. 1898, and 
for the simple reason that the Transcript Publishinr company was then In- 
solvent. At that time llr. Falrfield's company assigned for the benefit of its 
creditors. Our opportunity to get possession of the Transcript prcnerty and 
to subsequently become its undisputed owner came at that time. We then 
agreed to purchase it from the Transcript company's preferred creditors, the 
North Adams savings bank and the Mergenthaler Linotype company, when 
they became able to give us a clear title. It was a question then of letting 
the Transcript shut down, pending the settlement of the Transcriot Publish- 
ing company's affairs, or of planning to keep it running and thus prevent a 
great loss in value from a suspension of publication. To give us immediate 
possession and keep the Transcript issuing every afternoon, the Transcript 
executed to us a lease of the plant, dated November 28, 189S, for the short 
term of three months, in which, time it was expected the assignment affairs 
could be closed. To continue printing the Transcript we needed the then 
very small amount of paper, ink and such material in the Transcript office 
and the "two roll^ of paper in transit." That small amount of stock was sold 
to us, as stated in the above bill of sale, subject to the claims of the pre- 
ferred creditors already mentioned. The legal settling of the 
Transcript 


company's affairs made it seem wise to put on public record, as our safeguard, 
some of the documents that were then executed to us, hence the recording 
of the above bill of sale and the finding of it on record by the Herald editor 
last Wednesday morning. 


As everybody knew at the time, and as then referred to repeatedly in the 


Herald with all the odium possible to attach thereto, the Transcript Pub- 
lishing company's affairs were straightened out by the assignee, and before 
the three-months' term of our lease expired every general creditor of the 
Transcript company had agreed to the assignment. The Transcript property 
then was in full possession of the North Adams savings bank under foreclos- 
ure proceedings, and the Mergenthaler Linotype company, the secured credit- 
ors. It was then, February 13, 1899, that we bought that part of the Transcript 
property held by the bank, and on Feb ruary 27, 1899, bought the property held 
by the Mergunthaler company, receiving properly executed bills of sale, 
which are in our possession. There was no legal or other consideration reauir- 
ing them to be placed on public record. This is the complete and easily sub- 
stantiated story of the failure of the Transcript company and the purchase 
of the Transcript property by A. "W. Hardman, who is the 
incontestable 


owner of the Transcript. 


On January 25 of this year we related these facts substantially as above for 


the benefit of our accuser, the editor of the Herald, and for the information 
of the Dublic. Our statement at that time was wholly ignored by the editor 
of the Herald, who persisted in declaring that the Transcript was secretly 
owned, controlled and dictated to. "We had every reason to believe that a re- 
statement of the facts as above given, or any literal publication of docu- 
ments by us, w<mld have been ignored in a similar way by the editor of the 
Herald. There was no conclusive courg e open to us but the course of firmly 
calling on the Herald editor to submit the proof he claimed to have of our 
alleged infamous bondage. He has, at last, answered our call and we have 
shown the complete irrelevancy of what he puts forward as proof. We have 
now no reason to believe that he will accept our statements as they should 
be accepted, and to make it Impossible for him to say that they are state- 
ments that cannot be verified we make him a proposition. We do not care to 
have every detail of our private business spread before the public nor given 
into the possession of our business competitors, but we have nothing that 
needs hiding, so the editor of the Herald may name anyvNorth Adams lawyer 
he chooses to examine the documents we have referred to and report to the 
Herald and to us, in writing whether or not we tell the truth, whether or 
not the ownership of tho Transcript rests unquestionably in A. W. Hard- 
man, 
and whether or not we are in a position to be dictated to by a secret 


owner or controller. We will pay the expense. If the editor of the Herald 
cannot trust a lawyer alone to do this, we freely .give him permission to send 
with tho lawyer the Herald's advertising agent, L. W. Godfrey, in whose hon- 
esty wo have complfte confidence. We shall ask no reoresentative in the in- 
vestigation. Further, we shall not only be willing to show to a lawyer and 
Mr. Godfrr-y the documents we refer to, but we shall be willing to show 
to them the nrglnal sources of the very money we have invested in the Tran- 
script bufrin^ss, quite a number of thousands of dollars and .not a paltry 


$100. 


The Herald in making its grave and untruthful charges against us has 


done what would seriously injure the credit, reputation and influence of a 
newspaper and a newspaper bunlness. The public understands this, all busi- 
ness men understand it, and there Is no court or Jury that would not render 
a decision or verdict to this effect. By stating we expect what reparation 
the Herald can make we leave thia matter now without further comment.

from pay, imprisonment In dark cells 
upon limited diet, and so on. A slov- 
enly or unclean man cannot remain in 
the corr>s. It is very difficult for one 
who curses or uses obscene language 
to do so. Although there are canteens 
at all stations where varieties of "ex- 
tras" in the way of food, drink and to- 
bacco can be obtained at a sliarht ad- 
vance on cost price, the use of both in- 
toxicants and the common narcotic is 
frowned upon.

He must attain to a cer- 
aln minimum of excellence in the reg- 
ular balancing of this account or be 
discharged. However, there is a cre- 
dit side. 
By adding to this he receives 


good conduct pay, promotion with in- 
creased pay and allowances and var- 
ious other comfortable emoluments. 
The stern system prevalent in the im- 
perial army as regards commissioned 
officers is too well known to need any 
mention.

room. Dr. Anderson calls it an "ergo- 
graph," because It measures and auto- 
matically records the effort put forth 
by a gymnast on various Apparatuses, 
even to the fraction of an Inch, in foot 
pounds. 


Dr. Anderson believes the ergograph 


will be of great value in showing which 
muscles are strongest and In cases of 
unequal development will automatical- 
ly register from day to day the records, 
so that- a trainer may be unerringly 
guided, says the New York "World.

'All Their Por«» Are of Steel and 


Readily Interchangeable—Traction 
Engines Are Extensively Hied In 
the Boer -War — Electric Automo- 
bile. For U.e In Philippine*, 


The late wars have called for war 


material of an entirely new kind, par- 
ticularly in the domain of logistics or 
military 
transportation, 
says 
the 


Washington correspondent of the New 
York Sun. The immense importance 
of transportation to an army in the 
field, the great strain put upon all 
available means of transportation In a 
campaign, the necessity of keeping 
open the lines of communication and 
the advantages resulting from Increas- 
ed facilities for transportating mate- 
rial, thus leaving more means of trans- 
portation open for the troops, make 
this a subject of paramount Impor- 
tance and solicitous care to the com- 
mander of an army. 


The experience of the British in 


South Africa have attracted attention 
to the necessity of having on hand ma- 
terial readily transportable to the re- 
quired point, which will be more per- 
manent in character than the common 
pontoon bridges—in others words, me- 
tallic portable bridges. The English 
workshops have shown a remarkable 
capacity for supplying quickly the ma- 
terial necessary to replace the broken 
sections of the Oolenso and Prere 
bridges, but the great military powers 
have decided that it is necessary to 
keep on hand in the depots of supply 
sections 
of portable steel bridges, 


which can be shipped to the front 
when required. 
One of the latest 


forms of these portable bridges Is the 
Henry bridge, adopted by the French 
army. There are three sizes, the light 
bridge material, of which a bridge 2 
yards wide and from 5 to 25 yards 
long can be constructed in 50 minutes, 
which weighs but 400 pounds to .the 
running yard and can easily be trans- 
ported on ordinary wagons or pack 
animals; the field bridge material, 
weighing 500 pounds to the running 
yard, but transportable on military ve- 
hicles, and also the strategic bridge, 
four yards wide and weighing 1,000 
pounds to the running yard, capable of 
carrying tire heaviest loads required 
$f a military bridge or suitable for re- 
pairing permanent bridges. All the 
parts of these bridges are of steel and 
readily interchangeable. The strategic 
bridge can be put up to a length of 25 
yards in 40 hours. 


Traction engines are designed to run 


over dry ground without requiring a 
track or trail. They hav* been used ia 
the broad fields of South Africa for 
plowing, at Johannesburg for hauling 
mine material and for other purposes 
and in New Zealand for hauling wood, 
but their military use has been limited. 
In the Boer war, however, transporta- 
tion by the slow or trains has become 
so difficult that traction engines, ow- 
ing to the dryness of the roads, have 
recently found extensive application. 
The engines look like ordinary portable 
road engines, but the water tanks are 
large, so that they can haul their full 
load without refilling for 12 miles on 
bad roads; the wheels are extra wide 
to travel over soft ground without 
sinking, and clip irons are attached to 
the rims of the wheels to enable them 
to take firm hold of the ground. 
The 


cars are box cars of milled steel and 
wrought iron, also provided with wide 
•wheels. 
The rate of these trains is 


from three to six miles an hour, and 
the engines can haul a load of 55 tons 
up an incline of 1 in 12. The engine 
can be fitted with a seven ton crane, 
which can be attached or detached in 
a few minutes. When it is remember- 
ed that an ox wagon, carries but 600 
pounds and that Buller's army has 
1,660 such wagons for conveying muni- 
tions alone, stretching over several 
miles of road, the great advantage of a 
traction engine and train is apparent 


The third innovation In military 


transportation is the electric automo- 
bile. The signal corps of our army has 
recently been supplied with electric au- 
tomobile wagons for use in" the Phil- 
ippines. 
These wagons' are of two 


kinds—one to carry the Instruments 
and material and the 6ther to carry the 
personnel. 
The first is built like a 


covered ambulance, with rubber tired 
wheels, and contains a storage battery 
capable of running flle vehicle for 30 
hours on one charge when conveying 
l.r.OO pounds of load. There are two 
3'/2 horsepower motors, one in each 
rear wheel. The maximum speed Is 
about ten miles an hour. The other 
wagon is constructed like a high cart 
and is in other respects similar to the 
first. 
Both wngons are fitted with 


electric side lights, and the first also 
has electric lights in the interior. Oth- 
er military applications of the automo- 
bile have been considered by the mlli- 
tnry world, but this is the first actual 
Introduction". 


The art of war has always drawn on 


the sciences and arts for its develop- 
ment and Improvement, but more ep of 
late than ever before, partly because 
the world is wide awake to Improve- 
ments of nil kinds, and the engineers 
and makers stand ready to lend Intel- 
ligent auti effective 'aid, nnd partly be- 
cause, when a nntiou' enters on a war 
nowadays, every member of that na- 
tionality is Interested In having the 
wnr end ns speedily as possible, and 
tlio business man particularly will ex- 
ert his Influence In thrct direction. 


American Vitas to Fly From 


Public Bnliaibe and Blltel ToTrer, 
July 4 at the Paris exhibition will be 


the greatest American day ever seen 
in Bnrope. Commissioner General Peck 
has given to the New York Journal 
the following outline of the plans pre- 
pared for the celebration: 


"Exactly at noon on July 4 the lar- 


gest American flag ever made will be 
unfurled from the top of the Eiffel 


] tower. Its folds will be released to the 


breeze by President IvIcKiuley pressing 
an electric button in the White Souse. 
The current will Hash under the Atlan- 
tic to the top of the tower. The differ- 
ence in time will require the president 
to perform the ceremony at 7 o'clock 
in the morning, Washington time. 


•'The American flag will also float 


that day from the top of every public 
building In Paris, nnd all the boats on 
the Seine will carry it. Hundreds of 
thousands of stars and stripes will be 
seen everywhere in Paris, and greet- 
ings will be exchanged between the 
presidents of France and the United 
States. 


'• "Another 
historical ceremony the 


same day will bo the unveiling of the 
statue of Lafayette, presented by the 


' American people to France. The best 


representatives of bothi republics will 


i speak. 
It will be a great day for 


I America in Europe." 


The American sections of the Paris 


exhibition are further advanced than 
those of any other country. 
With 


most of the buildings scarcely com- 
pleted, practically no interior work has 
been done by the other nations In the 
respective departments. 
America will 


be the only one ready for the opening 
on April 14. The reason is that 300 
American workmen have been brought 
over specially to rush everything as 
fast as possible. The way they make 
things fly is astonishing the European 
workmen, 
while American energy,

Further Defeails as to Its Con- 


struction and Use 


THE COST WILL EXCEED $200,000, 


FonntatlOB Structure to Be limed For 


Portrait* and Memorabilia— Presi- 
dent EMot of Harrard 
Will Act an the Firm of the One 
Hundred Jndees. 
The graalte structure which will 


serve as the foundation of the colon- 
nade of the Hall of Fame at New York 
university Is to be known as the Mu- 
seum of the Hall of Fame and Is to be 
used exclusively for the preservation 
and exhibition of portraits and other 
memorabilia of the 100 great Ameri- 
cans whose names are to be inscribed 
In th« colonnade. 


This arrangement was determined 


upon the other day at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the New York 
university council. William A. Wheel- 
ock presided at the meeting, which 
was the first In 15 years attended by 
every one of the 11 members of the 
committee. The cost of the Hall of 
Fame, which was first placed at $100,- 
000, will exceed $200,000, exclusive of 
all expenditures for busts, and will be 
borne entirely by the donor. 


Chancellor MacCracken, when asked 


after the meeting whether there would 
be any official confirmation of the pub- 
lished report that the donor of the Hall 
of -Fame is Miss Helen Gould, said: 


"The hall is Intended aa a memorial 


to the great Americans whose names 
will be Inscribed in the colonnade, and 
the gift Is supposed to be anonymous. 
No name other than those inscribed 
will be connected with the hall with

The first of the six rooms adjoining 


the long corridor beneath the colon- 
nade Js to be named the Washington 
gallery and will be set apart as soon 
as ten or more portraits of the persons 
inscribed shall be accepted for perma- 
nent reservation by the university. 
The outer western walls of the Hall 
of Languages and the Ilall of Philoso- 
phy, which look into the Hall of Fame, 
will be treated as a part of the latter 
and will receive no inscription except 
such as relate to the great names se- 
lected.. Statues and busts of the Amer- 
icans chosen will be assigned to places 
In the museum or in the hall itself as 
the givers may decide with the approv- 
al of the university. 


The other rooms in the structure will 


be named after the Washington gallery 
has been set apart, and they will be 
designated for similar use as soon aa 
their space shall, in the judgment of 
the university, be needed for the pur- 
poses of the Museum of the Hall of 
Fame. In the meantime they may be 
devoted to ordinary college uses. 


Chancellor MacCracken announced 


that President Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvard university bad been asked to 
act as the first of the 100 judges, be- 
cause he Is the president of the oldest 
American university and is regarded 
as a dean In university matters, and 
that he bad accepted the place. The 
other judges agreed upon by the uni- 
versity senate will have entire power 
in selecting tie great Americans. 


The university has been unable to 


accept two collections of mementos of- 
fered for the museum because no 
names have b*en. chosen. One collec- 
tion related to the poet Edgar Allan 
Poe and the other to a statesman of 
the early part of the century. 
After 


the judges have completed their duties 


the various patriotic societies of the 
country will be invited to interest 
themselves In getting collections of 
memorabilia for the museum. 


Chancellor 
MacCracken expressed 


Jimself pleased with the attention giv- 
en by the newspapers of the country to 
the projected Hall of Fame and com- 
mented upon the modesty of a Minne- 
apolis paper which admitted that Min- 
nesota had no candidate to present for 
a place among the first 50 names. 


David Banks, chairman of the libra- 


ry committee, announced at the meet- 
Ing that the entire law library of the 
late Judge Charles P. Daly had been 
given to the university. The collection, 
which does not include the ordinary 
working library of the judge, com- 
prises about 1,000 volumes and em- 
braces many exceedingly rare works. 
It has already been delivered to the 
University Law school In Washington 
square.
